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The Tank School at Camp Meade

By reason of the valuable service 
rendercd by the tanks in the latter 
days of the World War and the im- 
provements made in this most modern 
addition to the Infantry arm, the ac- 
tivittes of the Tank School at Camp 
Meade, of which Colonel Rockenbach 
is in command, should prove of in- 
tercst. 


HE object of the Tank School at 
; Camp Meade is two-fold: the train- 





ing of personnel and the study for 
the development of an improved 
tank. 

The individual officer and soldier is 
trained in the operation, maintenance, con- 
trol and employment of tanks, and then 
goes into an organization where the habit 
of operating the machines is acquired. 
The general influence of the school is to 
hasten the understanding that the conduct 
of war is a century behind industry in the 
erployment of machines; that modern In- 
featry is technical Infantry, and that its 
personnel must know the automatic rifle, 
the machine gun, the accompanying cannon 
and the tank as thoroughly as the rifle was 
known. 

In the next war, machines are going to 
supplement the efforts of flesh and muscle 
to a larger extent than ever before, and 
suctess requires the personnel to be trained 
in the habit of operating machines, and to 
Sapeiat that the advent of improved 
machine weapons on the battlefield re- 
quires modifications in tactics to make the 
best of them. The situation is similar to 
that of the atitomobile. Thirty years ago 
the conception and idea in the minds of a 
few were as clear as they are to-day, but 
the daily report of casualties indicates the 
use of automobiles is far from perfect. 
Dreams are dreamt in an instant, and ma- 
chines embodying them are quickly built; 
but mass education requiring the depart- 
ure from old habits and ideas, which is 
necessary to make the dreams come true, 
is slow and requires much time. 

The study*for the improvement of the 
type of tank in use is continuous. It-is 
recognized that the tank of the World War 
is but the first and a poor type of a ma- 
chine which was built to embody mobile, 
cross-country, protected gun power with 
shock action. The types of tanks in use 
are improvements on any produced during 
pthe World War and the type being built 
is a great advance on its predecessors, but 
it is recognized that the last word in tanks 
has not been said. The conception of the 
tank is correct, the best type so far pro- 
duced is in its infancy and suffering from 
infant troubles. It is necessary to keep in 
mind that tanks are land cruisers and their 
successful operation requires a_ well-bal- 
anced fleet composed of cargo carriers, re- 
pair-shop carriers and troop carriers. The 
influence of the British navy in the pro- 
duction and employment of the tank was 
large and directed along correct lines. 


Method of Training 

The training is practical and efficiency 
is determined by performance. The fol- 
lowing routine is followed: 

The recruit, the first month, is given an 
intensive course in the training and du- 
ties of the soldier, to include the school of 
the company. He is then started in one 
mechanical school and one gunnery school. 
On satisfactory completion and display of 
sufficient intelligence. he may start on re- 
connaissance or signaling. On completion, 
he is assigned to a tank company for pla- 
toon and company work. Tank drivers 
from the companies are sent to the motor 
vehiele school. ‘Thus, all the personnel in 
the center is used for training. It is in 
the company that the practice is given 
and the habit acquired that makes the 
skilled tank operators.

manual labor, but it does not replace it. 
A machine with a few men does the work 
of many men, but it must have the men 
necessary to operate it and the necessary 
number to take its products and usefully 
dispose of them. So with the one machine 
of the war produced entirely by the Allies, 
the tank, it does not replace infantry, cav- 
alry, or artillery; it mechanizes them and 
aids them to conserve their energy and ap-

(b) Tactical Maintenance.—In the zone 
of advance and in training centers main- 
tenance is performed by tank personnel; 
that is, replacing broken or damaged parts.

Ill. Mechanical Warfare, Tanks 


The tank is the pioneer in land mechan- 
ical warfare and a clear understanding of 
it requires a consideration of general prin- 
ciples. The principles of mechanical war- 
fare, the employment of machines in war, 
are the same as are those for the employ- 
ment of machines in industrial life. A 
machine increases. the productivity of 
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of war differ from those of peace, in that 
they must have the mobility of the troops 
that employ them. 


The principles of war are immutable.. 


War is movement. Successful war’ re- 
quires the proper balance between mobility 
and power and the correct employment of 
the combination. A battle may be won by 
a superior force, but there is no victory 
unless the superior force has the remain- 
ing: energy and the mobility to follow and 
destroy the enemy and the enemy’s coun- 
try until he is ready to sue for peace and 
serve the sentence the victor imposes. 

In the World ‘War, destructive power 
had increased a thousand fold over that 
of the time of Napoleon and of our Civil 
War. due to the concentration of energy 
by railways and highways; but mobility on 
the battlefield had decreased to such an 
extent that while either side could shoot 
the other off the earth for a width of ten 
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to twenty-five miles, neither had the ep 
ergy left and the mobility to follow (roads 
having been destroyed) and hold. ‘The 
first of April, 1918, the obstacle between

so that a superior force can reach him. ft 
augments the fire power of the rifleman at 
critical points and enables him te make 
use of its destructive work. The tank, the 
land cruiser, must have great speed and 
durability in order to concentrate gun 
power at the different critical times and 
points and in order to escape destruction 
by artillery. It will more than replace the 
horse artillery of the Napoleonic wars and 
our Civil War. 

The first essential of the tank is ability 
to cross country. General Swinton of the 
British army, on seeing a caterpillar trac- 
tor, conceived the tank. A naval construc. 
tor, a banker and a cabinet minister 
planned, promoted and made possible its 
construction. The study of war and the 
conduct of war are not conducive to the 
understanding of the mechanical conserva- 
tion and concentration of energy that civ- 
ilized nations are making by the aid of 
machines in their industrial life. The lives 
of captains of industry are as important 
studies for the modern soldier as those of 
great commanders. 

The big lessons of the war for us are 
that in our preparation against war we 
have first to educate so as to preserve, pro 
tect and maintain the physique of our 
men ; second, effect an organization so that 
in time of emergency we can quickly mo- 
bilize; third, be prepared to equip our 
armies with the best machines of war; and 
fourth, modify our ideas so as to get the 
best results from our machines. Some day 
great losses in men may not be accepted as 
evidence of desperate determination to win, 
but as evidence of stupidity or ignorance 
We are the greatest nation in the employ- 
ment of machines in time of peace, 
we should not be behind in their employ- 
ment in war. 


Costs High in Emergency 


The cost of producing and maintaining 
sufficient tank equipment for an Army 0 


the probable size we will require in a0 
emergency is prohibitive and by the time 
it might be produced it would likely be ob- 


solete. The policy that has been approved 
by the War Department for tanks is to 
maintain what we have in readiness for 
battle and training, plan and produce a 
pilot embodying all the approved ideas, try 
it out, perfect it, then build enough of the 
approved type to equip a company for tac 
tical study, and with them secure the jigs 
and tools necessary to put the type into 
quantity production. 

As it takes eighteen months to produce 
a tank, starting with the design, this 
icy saves us eighteen months in an emer 


gency. In six months more, or as quickly 
as we could get the personnel, we wo 
have tank equipment. In addition, if we 


can standardize the chassis of the tank for 
general Army use and demonstrate to the 
public that it is of great commercial value, 
the essential part and big part will be im 
quaritities when needed for war, just a8 
the automobile and truck are. :

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The Congressional Attack on the Army

HE real objective of those who are 
supporting the dangerous cut in the 
land forces proposed by the House 
Committee on Appropriations is that 
there shall be no efficient Regular Army 
and no trained citizen soldiery. An analy- 
sis of the proposals of the Appropriations 
Committee in light of the existing mili- 
tary policy provided for in the Army Re- 
organization act and the recommendations 
of the War Department will fully sustain 
this assertion. 

For half a century every plan which 
came up in Congress by which the Regu- 
lar Army should be raised to an adequate 
first line strength has been met by the op- 
position with a demand for a small Regu- 
lar Army and a large force of citizen sol- 
diers. In most instances, the call for an 
adequate Regular Army has been met with 
an argument for a large Militia or Na- 
tional Guard. ‘Those who have opposed 
an adequate first line Regular or profes- 
sional Army have professed to be ready to 
go the limit in developing citizen soldiers, 
whether’ this force be entirely Federal or 
dually controlled. 


Only a Police Army 


In all of the confused discussion of land 


force questions it should be borne in mind 
that even 175,000 is not regarded as an 
adequate force of first line troops. A Reg- 
ular Army of this size, even before the 
World War, was not regarded by the War 
Department as adequate. In view of the 
rapidity of mobilization during the war in 
Europe and the overseas transportation, 
even from this country which started the 
war without a merchant marine, the War 
Department would increase its estimates 
if called upon to fix the strength of an ad- 
equate Regular Army for the first line. 
The increase in the required strength for 
the Regular Army is further augmented by 
the development of the Air Force, Tanks 
and other new auxiliaries of an army that 
grew out of the World War. 

The War Department, in its recommen- 
dations to Congress, is really asking for a 
satrisoning, riot-quelling and citizens’ train- 
ing force. ‘This is all that would be ex- 
pected of a 175,000 ‘Regular Army, either 
by military authorities or students of na- 
tional defense.* Even with this program, 
a corps of officers out of proportion to the 
enlisted strength of the Regular Army 
would be required if serious pretensions 
are made to give the country any defense 
from attack. 

Beginning with the passage of the origi- 
nal National Defense act, the War Depart- 
ment has been laboring to develop a plan 
for a small Regular Army. In addition 
to maintaining the Regular Army at a 
Minimum strength, the department pro- 
poses to use it to train and instruct citi- 
zen soldiers. That the War Department 
Program calls for a small Regular Army is 
apparent from any point of view. 


Germany Fared Better 


Yielding to the insistent demand for the 
most rigid economy, Secretary Weeks has 
consented to a reduction of the Regular 
Army to 150,000. This is a greater reduc- 
tion, when the population of the United 
tates is taken into consideration, than 
Was forced upon Germany by the Allies in 
their plan for the disarmament of their 
former enemy. Comparing this strength 
With the armies of the great powers, the 
conclusion is forced that the United States 
gould have an extremely small army. 
uteat Britain, not including its colonies, 

Tance and Italy, with a population of 

2,000.000, are maintaining a professional 
regular army of 1,230,000. On this ba- 
$s, the United States, with a population 
. 106,000,000, should have a Regular 
Prion of at least a million men. These 

Tee countries have for their armies a re- 
serve of over 5,500,000, while the National 
_e of the United States is at present 

out 140,000. It would appear that the 
area Appropriations Committee is seek- 
ned to reduce an extremely small Regular

€ Army Appropriation bill, declared 


themselves for a further reduction to 100,- 
000 or 75,000 in the strength of the Regu- 
lar Army. Under the drive of the sup- 
porters of the House appropriation pro- 
gram, the Regular Army has been reduced 
from something like 275,000 men to its 
present strength of 140,000. And accord- 
ing to their declarations, they are not 
through with their demands for reduction 
in the strength of the Regular Army. 
There is only one interpretation to place 
upon their attitude toward the Military 
Establishment, and that is that they want 
no Regular Army. There is no doubt that 
if the War Department would ask for a 
regiment they would demand it be cut to 
a battalion. 

Acting upon the oft repeated declara- 
tions in Congress that the country demands 
a small Regular Army. the War Depart- 
ment has gone forward in an effort to de- 
velop a policy on this basis. 

In the new and for the first time well 
thought out military policy the mission of 
the Regular Army is fixed by the amend- 
ment of the National Defense act, ap- 
proved June 4, 1920. In this Congress 
defined what is known as the Army of the 
United States. It consists of the Regular 
Army, the National Guard, the Organized 
Reserves, including the Officers’ Reserve 
Corps and the Enlisted Reserve Corps. 
And as a reservoir for these the bill pro- 
vides for Reserve Officers’ Training Camps 
and Citizens’ Military Training Camps. 


Whole System Threatened 


Each of these component parts of the 
Army of the United States has a definite 
function and all are inter-dependent. The 
failure to appropriate sufficient funds for 
one of them will eventually break down 
the entire system and prevent carrying 
out the purposes of the National Defense 
act as it was passed by Congress. By the 
refusal to appropriate sufficient funds for 
the support of one of the component parts 
of the Army of the United States, Con- 
gress repudiates all of its claims of de- 
pending upon a smal] Regular Army and 
citizen soldiers for the defense of the na- 
tion. 

Under the amended National Defense 
act, the mission of the Regular Army is 
usually placed under five heads. They 
are: 

1. To provide adequate personnel for 
the development and training of the Na- 
tional Guard and the Organized Reserves 
and for furnishing a trained stiffening 
component of the organization of higher 
units for battle service. 

2. To provide the necessary personnel 
for the overhead of the Army of the United 
States, wherein the duties are of a continu- 
ing nature. 

3. To provide an adequate, organized, 
balanced and effective domestic force, which 
shall be available for emergencies within the 
continental limits of the United States, or 
elsewhere, and which will serve as a model 
for the organization, discipline and train- 
ing for the National Guard and Organized 
Reserves. 

4. To provide adequate peace garrisons 
for the coast defenses within the continen- 
ta! limits of the United States. 

5. To provide adequate garrisons in 
peace and war’ for our overseas posses- 
sions. : 


Merged in One Big Army 


In this policy it is apparent that the 
Regular Army is practically merged with 
the National Guard and the Organized Re- 
serves. ‘The Officers’ Reserve Corps forms 
a reservoir from which, both in time of 
peace and in time of war, officers will be 
drawn. The citizens’ training camps are 
to be maintained to feed the National 
Guard and the Organized Reserves with 
both officers and enlisted men. In this or- 


ganization the National Guard must be 
depended upon to make up the deficiency 
in first line troops for a great emergency, 
resulting from the reduction of the Regu- 
lar Army below an adequate first line 
strength. 

Such an organization, it is apparent, 
will require a large corps of professional 
officers and non-commissioned officers for 
instructing and training purposes. ‘These 
under the plan must be drawn from the 
Regular Army. Assuming that Congress 
would support the little Regular Army 
policy and appropriate sufficient funds for 
the development of the National Guard, 
the Organized Reserves, the Officers Re- 
serve Corps and the citizens’ training 
camps, the number of officers in the Reg- 
ular Army was fixed at about 17,000. But 
Congress has failed to appropriate sufii- 
cient funds for the development of the citi- 
zen force and the War Department has 
made its plans for a temporary reduction 
in the number of officers to 12,000. ‘This 
reduction is in response to the insistent 
demands for economy at the expense of the 
land defenses of the country. 

There are at present 12,963 officers in 
the Regular Army. In working out the 
plan for the Army of the United States, 
these officers have been distributed among 
its component parts. ‘There are at pres- 
ent on duty with the National Guard, Or- 
ganized Reserves and Reserve Officers’ 
Training Corps 1,054 Regular officers and 
7,882 enlisted men. The overhead and 
schools are using 2,276 officers and 14,719 
enlisted men. This force is for all of the 
component parts of the Army of the United 
States. It is engaged in the general ad- 
ministration of the War Department, the 
branches, the corps area headquarters, in 
the hospitals and in semi-military duties. 

Assigned to the schools, which are at- 
tended by National Guard and Reserve 
officers as- well. as Regular officers, are 
2,671 officers and 6,077:-men. Any reduc- 
tion in this corps of officers and force of 
men will affect the efficiency of the other 
components of the Army of the United 
States, as well as the Regular Army. It 
igs around this force that the entire organi- 
zation of National Guard and Organized 
Reserves is to be built. 


Coast Defenses Depleted 


This leaves for the coast defenses only 
477 officers and 6,592 men. The coast de- 
fenses, with this small force, are depleted, 
some of the most important forts being in 
the hands of caretakers’ For the over- 
seas garrisons, under this distribution, 
there are 1,907 officers and 34,670 enlisted 
men. This is regarded as a minimum and 
does not include the troops in Germany, 
which are carried under the scheme with 
the mobile Army of the United States. 
The mobile Army, or that part of the Reg- 
ular Army which is to perform the usual 
function of the Regular Establishment, 
consists of 4,576 officers and 67,444 en- 
listed men. This can scarcely be called a 
large Regular Army in a country of 106,- 
000,000 people. 

But the supporters of the House Appro- 
priations committee program have not con- 
fined their efforts to a drive against the 
Regular Army. They are displaying their 
insincerity by an attempt to cripple the 
other component parts of the Army, in- 
cluding the National Guard, and the 
Officers’ Reserve Corps; also the citizens’ 
training camps. Their hostility to citizen 
soldiers is not as open as it is to the Reg- 
ular Army, but a survey of the legislation 
of last year and the report from the Ap- 
propriations Committee this year indicate 
that they are not ready to give the Na- 
tional Guard and the Organized Reserves 
much more support than they are giving 
the Regular Army.

on Behalf of Army 


Through the National Press Club of 
Washington, Gen. John J. Pershing and 
Major Gen. J. G. Harbord made an ap- 
peal to the press of the country on March 
29 for a reasonable Army program. They 
were invited by the National Press Club 
to discuss the legislation pending in Con- 
gress for the reduction of the Army, Na- 
tional Guard and Organized Reserves. 
Both of the officers went over the history 
of the development of tlie new policy for 
the Army of the United States with its 
component parts and explained the effect 
that the reductions passed by the House 
would have on the entire organization. In 
the course of his talk General Pershing 
dwelt at length upon the importance of 
our foreign garrisons. In this connection 
he said: 

“The mission of the Panama Canal gar- 
rison, from a military standpoint, is to 
guarantee to the Navy cf the United 
States the use of the Panama Canal under 
any and all circumstances. In order to do 
this the garrison must be able to defend 
the canal and its accessories against dam- 
ege by explosives in the hands of enemy 
sympathizers or from hostile aircraft; at- 
tuck by hostile fleets or by expeditionary 
land forces alone or in conjunction with 
the fleet; control sufficient sea area at 
each end of the canal to enable our fleet 
to maneuver for entering or debouching 
beyond the effective range of the hostile 
fleet. 

“The necessary war installations must 
be partially manned in peace by a highly 
trained personnel. A mobile force must be 
in the zone to learn the terrain and to 
maintain it in a proper defensive condition, 
to give that security needed at all times, 
and to form the nucleus of the war garri- 
son. The peace garrison provided for these 
purposes has been limited to 10,000 men, 
oe than a quarter of the number needed 
n war, 


Hawaiian Islands.

ituated at the cross-roads of the Pacific 


‘ocean, 2,100 miles from San Francisco, 


2,000 miles from “Dutch harbor, 2,000 miles 
from Tutuila, 3,300 miles from Guam, and 
4,500 miles from the Philippines, the hold- 
ing of Oahu with its naval base is of para- 
mount and vital importance to the defense 
of the entire western coast line from Kiska 
to Panama. The size of the Hawaiian gar- 
rison is determined by the number of 
troops necessary to hold the entire island 
of Oahu, and to protect the naval base at 
Pearl harbor. No scheme for defending 
Oahu can be effective without defending 
all practicable landing places. 

“The peace garrison has an approximate 
strength of 15,000, whose mission is to 
man the fixed defenses, the anti-aircraft 
artillery and certain high-powered mobile 
guns especially suited for use against en- 
emy vessels engaged in landing operations. 
In addition to this, the garrison has the 
very important task of guarding against 
the serious damage to important utilities 
by the large alien population. 


The Philippine Islands. 


“The mission of the Philippine garrison 
has been to protect them from foreign ag- 
gression and to maintain internal order. 
A fair and liberal construction of the trea- 
ties resulting from the Limitations of 
Armament Conference permits us to re 
duce this mission to that of the mainte- 
nance of internal order. It is proposed to 
reduce our foree there to 9,500. only 3,500 
of which will be white troops. The detach- 
ment maintained in China for the past ten 
years has been included in this garrison. 

‘Based on the National Defense act of 
192u, the War Department allotted 45,000 
men for our foreign possessions. Due to 
the limitation in the strength of the Army 
to 150,000, the present plans of the War 
Department allow a force of 34.500 for 
this purpose, 6,000 of which are Filipinos. 
It must be remembered that the controlling 
factor in determining the strength of our 
overseas garrison is not the imminence of 
war, but the military value of these out- 
posig in the general scheme of defense of 
the continental United States in the event 
of war. Any further reduction will intro- 
duce an unwarranted element of danger ip 
our plan of national defense.” 


A Costly Habit. 


Gencral Harbord, 
marks, said: 

“In the matter of national defense and 
oh gp sew oa for emergency our country 
as always traveled in a vicious circle. 
Qur unpreparedness at the outbreak of a 
war entails tremendous expense, amount- 
ing in the World War. for example, to ap- 
proximately $24,000,000,000. After a war 
the size of our debt incurred through our 
unpreparedness brings a demand for econ- 
omy and we continue unprepared. Thus

“In the new Army, with its three-part 
organization of Regulars, National Guards- 
men and Reserves, it is still contemplated 
that our wars will be prineipally fought 
by armies composedyof citizen soldiers tem- 
porarily drawn into active service. We 
still have the conception of a small Regu- 
lar Army in time of peace, reinforced upon 
cutbreak of war by such additional citizen 
forces as the particular emergency may re 
quire. But, whereas in the past the citi- 
zen forces have been completely extem- 
porized or materially organized upon the 
eccurrence of war, the new plan contem- 
plates that they shall be allotted terri- 
torially in peace time; that their officers 
and men shall be assigned to local units, 
and that provision shall be made for the 
training of these officers and men.” 

In discussing the component parts of 
the Army of the United States other than 
the Regular Army, General Harbord said: 

“For the development and training vf 
National Guard and Organized Reserves 
there must be constantly on duty with 
them a large number of officers and men 
to act as instructors in various capacities. 
There also must be in each corps area 
enough mobile troops of the Regular com- 
ponent to enable the commander to carry 
out his mission of training and developing 
the National Guard and Reserve forces in 
his territory. 

“The National Guard constitutes the 
first echelon of the force to be mobilized 
in a national emergency behind the small 
Regular Army. It is of paramount im- 
portance that its instruction be along cor- 
rect lines in accordance with the doctrine 
of the whole force in which the National 
Guard is to serve. 


“The Organized Reserves constitute the, 


second echelon in the force to be mobilized. 
In time of peace the units of the Organ- 
ized Reserves are tu consist chiefly of Re 
serve officers, non-commissioned officers 
and enlisted specialists, forming the frame. 
work which may be filled out with the en- 
listed strength called to duty in the event 
of war. It is impracticable to expect rou- 
tine or administrative duties from mem- 
bers of the Reserve personnel. The work 
involved in the organization and mainte- 
nance of units caring for property and 
equipment, making plans for mobilization 
and carrying out suitable instruction of 
the small nucleus of personnel must fall 
upon officers continually on duty and qual- 
ified for such work. 


A Beserve Reservoir. 


“The Reserve Officers’ Training Corps, 
in other words, the units established in 
schools and colleges throughout the coun- 
try, are the primary feeders for the corps 
of reserve officers contemplated by our na- 
tional policy, The reserve force culled for 
by the National Defense act will eventu- 
ally require 150,000 officers. We have 
now about 65,000 commissioned. The Re- 
serve Officers’ Training Corps will this 
year furnish some 2,000 commissioned offi- 
cers. It is expected to get 4,000 in 1923, 
and 6,000 in 1924. In the long run, an 
annual increment of 10,000 is expected. 

“The Citizens’ Military Training Camps 
are for the purpose of affording military 
instruction to young men who are not for- 
tunate enough to receive this instruction 
in schools and colleges. It is the volun- 
tary service which Congress substituted 
for universal military training. These 
camps are one of the main sources of sup- 
ply for the Reserve officers and non-com- 
missioned officers necessary to carry out 
the intent of Congress in the National De- 
fense act. The War Department proposes 
te recruit, organize and train the candi- 
dates in citizens’ military training camps 
sc as to bring the camps into harmony 
with the project for the development of 
the Organized Reserves in order that the 
personnel so trained may graduate into 
the Organized Reserves and not be lost. 

“The President has officially stated that 
he wishes to see 100,000 young men trained 
in these camps annually. Last year there 
were 40,000 applicants for places in these 
camps, but the state of appropriations per- 
mitted but 11,000 to be trained. This year 
the War Department has contemplated 
training 30,000 young men with the pros- 
pective plan for increasing the number 
each year until a maximum of from 100,- 
000 to 150,000 could be reached.” 


OFFICIAL ARMY REGISTER 
FOR 1921 BEING DISTRIBUTED. 


The official Army Register for 1921 is 
now being distributed, but owing to the 
smal] number printed under the limited 
appropriation, the full, regular distribu- 
tion cannot be made, and no copies are 
available for individuals. 

The new Register is a long-felt want and 
contains the names, with data, of more 
than 5,000 newly appointed officers; ‘also 
considerable new data concerning the offi- 
ecrs whose names appeared before this 
issue. The form of the new issue, owing 
to the enterprise of the A.G.O., has been 
changed so as to effect a saving of more 
than 400 vages. Under the old form, this 
new publication would have contained be- 
tween 1,900 and 2,000 pages. Owing to 
the changes made, it contains only 1,503 


pages. 

The official Army Register for 1922 is 
now in the hands of the pririter and when 
printed will receive the regular distribu- 
tion, which will include individuals. 





RELEASED BY DECISION. 


As the result of the opinion of the At- 


torney General on the Philippine Scouts 
cases, the Secretary of War on March 30 
directed The Adjutant General to send to 
the President nominations for the existing 
vacancies in the Army. It is expected that 
these will go to the Senate in a few days. 

Chairman Wadsworth, of the Senate 
Committee on Military Affairs, says that 
in view of the proposed reduction of the 
commissioned strength of the Army, the 
sending of the nominations to the Senate 
will create a very perplexing situation. 
He would not venture to state what the at- 
titude of the Senate will be when the nom- 
inations are submitted. Personally, it is 
understood Chairman Wadsworth is in- 
clined toward the confirmation of all of 
the nominations. 

After all, the opinion of the Attorney 
General, as outlined above, does not en- 
tirely make clear the status of about forty 
Philippine Scouts officers who have been 
commissioned in the grade of major in the 
Scouts. Attention is called to that part 
of the Attorney General’s opinion in which 
he declared that the grade of major in the 
Philippine Scouts does not exist. These 
officers have been commissioned as jo 
of the Philippine Scouts and the War De- 
partment is perplexed as to how, under 
the opinion, they can give them a Regular 
Army status. 

The Secretary of War and the General 
Staff are perfectly willing to make this 
change in the status of the Philippine 
Scouts majors, but fear is expressed that 
some one might take the matter into court 
and invalidate their action. It been 
suggested that Congress should be asked 
to pass a resolution clearing up the status 
of the Philippine Scouts majors. 


WEST POINTERS AT FORT BENNING 
HOLD ANNIVERSARY BANQUET. 


One hundred and nine graduates of the 
U.S. Military Academy, stationed at the 
Infantry School and in the vicinity, as- 
sembled at the Ralston Hotel, Columbus, 
Ga., on March 18, to celebrate the birth- 
day of their alma mater. 

Lieut. Col. Ephraim G. Peyton, class 
of ‘99, acted as toastmaster. Prepara- 
tury to calling on Brig. Gen. Walter H. 
Gordon to respond to a toast to “The 
Army,” Colonel Peyton proposed a toast 
to “Our Commander-in-Chief, The Presi- 
dent,” during which all those present 
stood “Attention.” General Gordon, class 
cf 86, responded to the toast “The Army.” 
The toast, “The Old West Point,” was 
assigned to Col. William M. Fassett, class 
cf ’97, who could not understand why 
such a subject should be given to so recent a 
graduate. However, by referring to cer- 
tain traditions that were still talked of 
during his cadet days, he was able to 
speak entertainingly of “The Old West 
Point.”

Appeal to the Press  eaprepredne ee ae niente Captain Highest Rank 


for Philippine Scouts 


In an opinion made public March 29 it 
was held by Attorney General Harry M, 
Daugherty that the highest commissioned 
grade of the Philippine Scouts is captain, 
Those Philippine Scout officers who have 
been recommissioned in the Regular Army 
will not be affected by the opinion; they 
will have the same promotion rights as any 
other officers of the Regular Army. In his 
opinion the Attorney General sustains the 
opinion of Acting Judge Advocate General 
John A. Hull of the Army. 

The opinion of the Attorney General 
goes into all phases of the question, re- 
viewing the various acts under which the 
Philippine Scouts were created. He hoids 
in a general way that the Philippine Scouts 
are not a part of the Regular Army, but 
constitute a separate military force under 
the jurisdiction of the War Department. 
Before officers of the Philippine Scouts 
can be commissioned in the Regular Army, 
the Attorney General declared, they must 
successfully pass “the qualification test 
prescribed by the President ;” they do not 
automatically pass from the grade of cap- 
tain in the Philippine Scouts to the grade 
of major in the Regular Army. 

In commenting upon the apparent in- 
consistencies between Section 22a and Sec- 
tion 24a, the Attorney General declares 
that it is the uniform policy of the courts 
to construe the latter section so that it 
does not repeal the former if the language 
will permit. 

In the course of his opinion the Attor- 
ney General said: 

“There is nothing in the act of June 3, 
1916, which constitutes the Philippine 
Scouts a part of the Regular Army or au- 
thorizes the promotion of officers of that 
organization above the grade of. captain, 
Philippine Scouts. By the act as amended 
June 4, 1920 (Sec. 22a), only those offi- 
cers of the Philippine Scouts ‘who are citi- 
zens of the United States and are found 
qualified under such regulations as the 
President may prescribe’ are eligible to be 
recommissioned in some barnch of the Reg- 
ular Army. 

“The act of June 4, 1920, does not con- 
stitute a grade of rank of major, Philip- 
pine Scouts. There being no grade or 
ottice in the Philippine Scouts higher than 
that of captain authorized by law, there 
can of course be no appointment to such 
non-existent office. It follows, therefore, 
that the forty-nine Philippine Scout off- 
cers, appointed and confirmed majors and 
commissioned majors of the Philippine 
Scouts, if they hold any office at all, must 
be considered to be majors in the Regular 
Army, even though Section 22a of the act 
of June 4, 1920, provides that only those 
officers who are citizens of the United 
States and are found to be qualified under 
regulations prescribed by the President 
may be recommissioned in some branch of 
the Regular Army. 

“Should the view be taken, as urged, 
that Section 24a of the act of June 4, 1920, 
provides that officers of the Philippine 
Scouts shall be placed on a promotion list 
along with officers of the Regular Army 
and receive promotion thereon according 
to seniority with officers of like rank in 
the Regular Army, without regard to citi- 
zenship or qualifications, then that part of 
Section 22a requiring United States citi- 
zenship and demonstration of qualifica- 
tions under regulations prescribed by the 
President would be a nullity. All officers, 
without regard to citizenship or qualifica- 
tion, would be placed on one list and pro- 
moted according to seniority whether such 
officers belonged to the Regular Army or 
the Philippine Scouts. 

“In order, therefore, to give full effect 
to Section 22a, such construction of Sec- 
tion 24a must be given as wil! permit both 
to stand. A reasonable construction, a0 
the only one which can be given to Section 
24a and still give effect to both sections, 
is that Congress intended that officers 0 
the Philippine Scouts who are citizens 0 
the United States and who successfully 
passed the qualification test prescribed by 
the President shall be recommissioned im 
the Regular Army, and that such officers 
so recommissioned shall be placed upon the 
promotion list along with other officers. 
equal rank of the Regular Army according 
to length of service.” 


CAPTAIN OVERSTREET, U.5.N., 


SPEAKS ON THE U.S. NAVY. 


Capt. Luther M. Overstreet, U.S.N., de- 
livered an interesting lecture before the 
National Civic Federation in New York 
city, March 23, at the Waldorf-Astoria, 02 
the organization of the U.S. Navy Depart 
ent. 

Captain Overstreet told of the work al- 
lotted to the various heads in the depart 
ment, and gave in interesting detail facts 
concerning the Fleet in time of peace, @2 
the many useful vocations of vessels aside 
frcem war training. 

Captain Overstreet argued for a 100 
per cent., up-to-date fleet. He also point 
out that it is our statesmen who involv 
us in war, and then the Army and Navy 
is called upon to make peace. He showed 
the great need we have for a powerful 
Navy and pointed out the well known fact 
that we pay too little attention to the 
lessons of history. 
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No Decrease in Number 
of U.S. Naval Officers 


The Navy Personnel bill (H.R. 11002) 
introduced on March 22 by Chairman 
Iutler, of the House Committee on Naval 
Affairs, and printed in full in this paper 
on March 25, was reported to the House 
on March 25, without amendment and 
recommended for passage. The bill was 
committed to the Committee of the Whole 
House and is expected to be taken up in 
ihc House at an early date. 


The report states that the reduction in | 


strength of personnel “has been provided 
for in this bill for the purpose of carrying 
out the spirit of the Conference on the 
Limitation of Armaments, held in Wash- 
ington, at which it was agreed that the 
paval forces of the several contracting 
powers should be established at such point 
as might be required to fully conserve 
the national defense of each.” 

“Section 2 of this bill provides that the 
total authorized number of commissioned 
officers on the active list of the line of the 
Navy, exclusive of commissioned warrant 
officers but including those officers carried 
as additional numbers, shall be reduced 
from 5,551 to 3,440 on or before July 1; 
1924. 

“The date of July 1, i924, has been 
determined upon for the purpose of pro- 
viding a sufficient time to enable those 
officers who will be declared as in excess 
of number herein authorized an oppor- 
tunity to make arrangements to provide 
for themselves upon termination of their 
active services as provided for in this 
bill.” 

Section 9, which directs the manner of 
reducing enlisted strength, provides that 
enlisted men who have served sixteen or 
more years as such shall upon their own 
application be permitted to transfer to the 
Fleet Naval Reserve. Under present law 
individuals who have served sixteen years 
may transfer to Fleet Naval Reserve im- 
mediately upon expiration of their enlist- 
ment, but if they re-enlist in the Navy 
they are not eligible to transfer to Fleet 
Naval Reserve until they have completed 
twenty years of service. 

Enlisted men who have served less than 
twelve years found to be in excess of the 
total number authorized in this act, after 
all other deductions have been made by 
way of retirement or transfer, shall be 
permitted to resign upon own application, 
and may not re-enlist except within dis- 
cretion of Secretary of Navy. 

It is further provided in this bill that 
ell recruiting shall be discontinued in the 
Nevy until the total of enlisted men has 
been reduced to number therein authorized. 
In other words, no new material shall be 
brought in until the enlisted personnel has 
been reduced to 80,000 plus 6,000 appren- 
tice seamen. It is believed by the com- 
wittee that the provision of this section 
administered fairly and justly will accom- 
plish the necessary reduction in the en- 
listed personnel of the Navy in a manner 
which will enable those going out to make 
the necessary arrangements therefor. 


Officer Personnel May Be Kept Up. 


It is a pretty safe prediction that there 
will be no reduction in the number of com- 
missioned officers of the Navy despite all 
the discussion of the subject in Congress. 
The question of the number of enlisted 
men is one that will not be decided until 
ihe Naval Appropriation bill reaches the 
joint conferees of Senate and House. The 
same is true as to whether all of this 
vear’s graduates of the Naval Academy are 
commissioned. These statements are made 
after a careful survey of the situation in 
Congress as it has developed during the 
past week. 

The Naval Appropriation bill will prob- 
ably be reported from the committee about 
April 5 or 6. In its present form, it pro- 
Vides for the existing corps of commis- 
Sioned officers, the commissioning of 200 
midshipmen and for 65,000 enlisted men. 
The leaders of the House, it is stated, 
will stand behind Chairman Kelley, of 
the naval sub-committee, in supporting 
this program. It is stated that they have 
teeched the conclusion that the bill which 
Was reported by Chairman Butler from 
the House Committee on Naval Affairs 
Irovides for too drastic cuts in the com- 
Rilssioned personnel, and that it would not 
command the support on the floor of the 
a that Chairman Kelley's program 

ill. 


Chairman Kelley will insist that the 
Vital thing to maintain in the Navy is an 
adequate corps of commissioned officers. 
In this he has, it is stated, the unanimous 
support of his sub-committee. He takes 
Issue with Secretary Denby and the naval 
authorities as to the number of enlisted 
hen required to man the fleet. In making 
his report he will submit considerable data 
© support his contentions on the subject. 
The budget of the Navy will be cut by 
e Appropriations Committee to some- 
thing in the neighborhood of $235,000,000. 
appropriations will be handled in the 
Same manner as afe the Army appropria- 
tions and as were former naval bills. 


Congressmen Would Save Navy. 


Representative McArthur, of Oregon 
March 29 said: eo 

At the proper time during the consid- 
ation of the Naval Appropriation bill I 
Shall offer an amendment that will provide 
Stfficient funds for an enlisted personnel 


of 86,000, as‘ compared with 65,000, au- 
thorized in the bill about tv be reported 
from the House Committee on Appropria- 
tions. 

“Representative Rogers, of Massachu- 
setts, will offer an amendment to my 
amendment in which he will propose an 
enlisted personnel of 96,000. ‘The House 
will, therefore, have opportunity to vote 
tor a Navy of 96,000, 86,000 or 65,000, 
and there undoubtedly will be other 
amendments proposing other figures. 

“The recent armament limitation con- 
ference agreed to a 5-5-3 basis of naval 
armament, but if the proponents of the 
forthcoming bill have their way, the per- 
sonnel ratio will be approximately 5-3-3.

Representative Martin C. Ansorge of 
the 21st Congressional District, New York 
city, has appointed E. T. Holley, a negro, 
as a candidate for the U.S. Naval Acad- 
emy. Holley lives at 102 W. 138th street, 
New York, the heart of the negro district, 
which is included in Mr. Ansorge’s dis- 
trict. The appointment of Holley was a 
fulfilment of campaign pledges made by 
Mr. Ansorge when he was campaigning in 
1920. The next election in that district 
will be next November. 

No alternate was appointed for Holley 
and if he passes his examination on April 
19 it is said he will win his final appoint- 
ment. F 

Holley is the fourth negro to be named 
for appointment in the Naval Academy, 
but he is the first since the reconstruction 
days following the Civil War. 


No Negro Graduates. 


No negro has ever been graduated from 
the Academy, as is shown in the history 
of the institution written by Park Benja- 
min, who was graduated from Annapolis 
with the class of 1867. 

»Commodore Worden was commandant at 
Annapolis in 1872 when the first negro 
was appointed, according to Mr. Benja- 
min’s book, “The United States Naval 
Academy.” The appointee had been a 
messenger in the office of the Secretary of 
State in South Carolina and was educated 
in the Avery Normal Institute. 

“After a year at the Academy,” the book 
says, “he was found deficient in mathe- 
matics and French, and resigned in Nevem- 
ber, 1873. The appointment excited a 
great deal of popular interest.” 

Mr. Benjamin deplores that the boy was 
made “the victim of one or two indefensi- 
ble personal attacks,” one of which was 
instigated by a hot-headed Southerner. In 
1873 a second negro was appointed from 
South Carolina, “and he was found defi- 
cient and resigned in about six months.” 
The third negro was appointed in 1874 and 
“was dismissed in less than two months 
after his arrival for incorrigibly bad be- 
havior.”

Extreme interest is being taken at the 
Naval Academy in the appointment of Hol- 
ley and his reasonable chance that he will 
be admitted as a member of the next class. 

The Academy authorities have been no- 
tified of the appointment, but know only 
in an unofficial way the facts as to his race. 

The application of young Holley for ad- 
mission on certificate had been rejected 
without the fact of his race being known 
at the time. The certificates were unsat- 
isfactory. but he will still have an oppor- 
tunity of passing the entrance examina- 
tions. 

Rear Admiral Wilson, Superintendent 
of the Academy, and other officials declined 
to say anything about the appointment, 
but it can be said that so far as the au- 
thorities are concerned a negro midship- 
man or one of any other race will be treat- 
ed with justice. The sentiment is that 
the Academy officials have nothing to do 
with the race or any other incident of a 
midshipman who enters in the way pro- 
vided by law. 


On the recommendation of the Infantry 
Board, the Ordnance Department has dis- 
continued further development of the 
rubber targets.

REDUCTION OF ANIMALS

of the causes in this further reduction of 
animals, but it is also known that in some 
posts and stations the duties imposed 
upon the enlisted personnel are so man 


that the animals cannot be cared 
for, and they are running wild. is last 
reduction provides for the reduction of 
2,100 animals, which will be disposed of 





as soon as practicable, 
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on Appropriations 


As soon as the Army Appropriation bill, 
which was finally passed by the House on 
March 29, goes to the Senate, Chairman 
Wadsworth of the Senate committee will 
arrange for extended hearings upon the 
measure. These hearings will probably 
extend for three or four weeks, during 
which time not only National Guard and 
Reserve officers, but the Secretary of War, 
General Pershing, members of the General 
Staff and chiefs of the branches will tes- 


tify. 

Mr. Wadsworth regards the bill as it 
passed the House as a practical abandon- 
ment of the military policy provided for 
in the Army Reorganization act. He in- 
tends to fully inform Congress and the 
country of the dangers of the policy that 
would result from the passage of the Army 
Appropriation bill in its present form. 
There has never been an open hearing in 
the House on the bill and only during the 
latter part of the discussion was the House 
fully aroused to the program proposed by 
the Appropriations Committee. 

As indicated by the favorable report the 
Senate committee, made on the Pershing 
bill, Mr. Wadsworth and the leaders of 
the Senate favor this method of reducing 
the commissioned personnel of the Army. 
Furthermore, it can be state@ that the 
Senate will stand firmly for at least 12,- 

officers. It is probable that.it will 
further: inerease the enlisted personnel. to 
150,000. If it is found possible, the Per- 
shing bill will be substituted for the legis- 
lative provisions of the House bill. 

The Senate committee believes that the 
principles underlying the Pershing bill are 
sound and object very seriously’ to the 
House’s method of handling ‘the subject 
of elimination. 


Mr. Anthony Is Roiled. 


In the closing paragraph of his state- 
ment submitting the Army (War Depart- 
ment) Appropriation bill Mr. Anthony de- 
clared the committee had framed its bill 
in response to the demands of the people 
at home. On March 25, after the House 
had wrestled with the bill for several days 
and had overruled the report of the com- 
mittee on a number of items relative to 


the National Guard, Mr. Anthony declared. 


with some show of passion, “Oh, yes; the 
gentleman knows that this vote is the re- 
sult of propaganda sent out, and the votes 
come from the influence of the local Na- 
tional Guard organizations.” 

The longer the bill was before the 
House, the less support the cuts in the 
Army, National Guard and all other items 
recommended by the War Department 
commanded. It is believed .that if the 
country had been fully advised of the 
character of the bill the House would have 
completely overturned the program pro- 
vided for in the bill as it came from the 
Appropriations Committee. 

In the closing session of the House dur- 
ing the consideration of the War Depart- 
ment appropriation Chairman Madden was 
frequently called upon to defend the action 
of the Anthony sub-committee. Repre- 
sentative Harrison, who is a member of 
the War Department sub-committee, de- 
serted Mr. Anthony and proposed an 
amendment to the bill increasing the ap- 
propriations fer forage, etc., for animals 
for the National Guard from $800,000 tu 
$1,923,000. Mr. Harrison, in offering the 
amendment, stated that he did it in order 
to bring “squarely before the House the 
question as to whether we wish to develop 
the National Guard according to lines on 
which it is now being developed or whether 
we wish to eliminate ail of the expensive 
technical units in the Service.” This 
amendment was vehemently opposed by 
Mr. Anthony, Representative Stafford of 
Wisconsin, Representative Sisson and Rep- 
resentative Quinn of Mississippi. It was 
supported by Representative Crago of 
Pennsylvania, Norton of Ohio, Newton of 
Minnesota, Smith of Michigan, Greene of 
Vermont, Parker of New Jersey, Hill of 
erriaee, Dallinger of Massachusetts, 
Hull of Iowa, Fish of New York and a 
number of other members. 


Amendment is Adopted. 


The debate took a wide range and indi- 
cated that the House has begun to realize 
the seriousness of the reduction that was 
being proposed by the Appropriation bill. 
The amendment was adopted by a vote of 
66 to 56. This was the first inétanve in 
this session where the House overruled the 
powerful Committee on Appropriations. 
The. next day the House practically dou- 
bled the appropriations for rivers. and har- 
bors and broke away entirely from the 
leadership of the Committee on Appro- 
priations. 

After the adoption of this amendment, 
Mr. Crago an increase in the ex- 
penses for camps of instruction for the Na- 
tional Guard from $6,500,000 to $9,000,000

The big issue that will come up eventu- 
ally, both in the Senate and in the Joiut

divisional units in the National Guard. 
During the debate, Chairman Anthony 
read a letter from tary Weeks in 
which the Secretary stated that he would 
have a study made by the General Statf as 
to what units the War Department would 
recommend for the National Guard. 


Divisions to Stay. 


Mr. Anthony very skilfully made an ef- 
fort to create the impression that the War 
Department would change its tables of or- 
ganization for the National Guard so that 
the Guard would consist largely of Infan- 
try. It can be stated upon the highest 
authority that the Secretary does not bave 
this in mind. Neither will che General 
Staff abandon its war plans for the main- 
tenance of National Guard divisions. 

The question as to whether the National 
Guard should maintain troops for higher 
units than divisions is the only one that 
will be considered. nless the National 
Defense act is repealed, the War Depart- 
ment and the General Staff will continue 
to support the policy for the maintenance 
of National Guard divisions. ‘This will 
call for all of the units that are required 
for a division. 


ARMY AND NAVY JOURNAL 
WILL MOVE TO 354 4TH AVE. 


The ArMy AND Navy JOURNAL, on 
April 17, will be established in its new 
quarters at 354 Fourth avenue, near 26th 
street, New York city. The new offices 
will be more modern and commodious than 
the present quarters and will include a re- 
ception room and library. This reception 
room will be available for Army and Navy 
visitors and free local telephone service, 
writing materials and other accommoda- 
tions will be at their disposal. 

The new establishment will be tle eighth 
location for the ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL. 
The birthplace of the paper was 192 Broad- 
way, at John street, where in 18683 its first 
edition was published by the late Col. Wil- 
liam C. Church. 

From 192 Broadway the JouRNAL moved 
to 39 Park row, in the old Times Building, 
fronting City Hall Park, in April, 1864. 
Charles J. Leach joined the staff of the 
JOURNAL in the Park row office and is still 
actively engaged in the editorial depart- 
ment after fifty years. Another old and 
valuable employee of the ARMY AND Navy 
JOURNAL, who served with it some fifty- 
five years and is now on the retired list, is 
Mr. William A. Kitts, formerly business 
manager. Mr. Kitts was the father of the 
late Major William P. Kitts, U.S.A., who 
died Dec. 6, 1920, at the residence of his 
father at Maywood, N.J., after an excel- 
lent record of service. 

In May, 1874, the JouRNAL moved to 23 
Murray street, near Broadway, where it 
established its own composing room. After 
three years the paper moved to 245 Broad- 
way, opposite City Hall Park, being set- 
tled in its new quarters on May 1, 1877. 
On May 1, 1879, the JouRNAL moved again, 
this time to 240 Broadway. The paper 
was moved to the Bennett Building, Ful- 
ton and Nassau streéts, on March 1, 1892, 
and moved to its present offices in the 
Evening Post Building, 20 Vesey street, 
on April 12, 1907. 

Another important event in the history 
of the Army AND Navy JourNAL took 
place on Aug. 20, 1921, when the American 
Army and Navy Journal, Inc.,. headed 
by Brig. Gen. Henry J. Reilly, Ill. N.G., 
O.R.C., and U.S.M.A., class of 1904, took 
ever the publication of the ARMY AND 
Navy JourNaL. Associated with General 
Reilly in the new corporation, of which he 
is president, are Major C. R. Baines, O.R. 
C., who is vice president and general man- 
ager, and Thomas M. Hobby, treasurer. 
Before the war Major Baines was adver- 
tising manager of the paper. 

In its new quarters the ARMY AND Navy 
JOURNAL hopes to greet many of its friends 
as they visit New York. The offices will 
be centrally located, within easy walking 
distance of the principal hotels and the 
railroad stations of the city. 


DISCHARGED MEN OF 25TH INF. 
COLLECT $15,399 IN SAVINGS. 

The 25th Infantry lost 241 men by dis- 
charge on March 30, of which 75 per cent. 
were expected to re-enlist on April 1 and 
15 per cent. in addition to re-enlist after 
a few weeks of civil life.

The Far East. 


Press dispatches indicate that Gen. Wy 
Pei Fu, Inspector General of Hunan and 
Hupah, has been moving large bodies of 
troops into Shantung, thereby cutting off 
General Chang-Tso-Lin from contact with 
his potential allies, the Tuchuns of Shan. 
tung and Anhwei. If these reports are 
correct, the result of these operations will 
be to place Wu Pei Fu’s troops in a posi- 
tion controlling both the PekingHankow 
and the Tientsin-Pukow railways. F 

Chita reports indicate that the troops 
of the Far Eastern Republic have ad 
vanced across. the neutral zone at Iman, 
Siberia, and have come into contact with 
the Japanese troops at Spasskoe. The Far 
Eastern Republic -has notified the Japa- 
nese of its intention to pursue the retreat: 
ing reactionaries into any part of the mari- 
time province and expresses the hope that 
the Japanese will not hinder the move 
ment of its troops. 


The Near East. 


Both the Greeks and the Turks have ac 
cepted the Allied proposals relative to an 
armistice, the latter with certain reserya- 
tions to the period for which the armistie 
is to run. In the meantime the Paris Con 
ference has arrived at terms of settlement 
of the Near East question and the revision 
of the Treaty of Sevres. Certain features 
of the proposed settlement have been made 
public, but their vagueness suggests that 
information given out is not complete. 
However, it is sufficiently clear that Great 
Britain has succeeded in attaining her 
principal objective—the control of the 
Dardanelles and the peninsula of Gallipoli. 
The importance of the straits to Great 
Britain lies in the fact that through their & 
control she is insured an influential voice 
in the future of Russia by controlling the 
Russian outlet from the Black Sea, and 
that she also obtains a position across the 
route of expansion of the European land 
power into Asia Minor. 

It was indicated in these columns last 
week that France would not consent to 
British control of the Dardanelles except 
in return for compensations elsewhere. 
That such compensation has been received 
is evident in the decision of the Allied 
Reparations Commission on the German 
request for a moratorium on reparations 
payments. This decision, if carried into 
effect, will result in granting France a 
large degree of political control over Ger- 
many. It would thus appear that in ex- 
change for French support of British aims 
in the Near East, Great Britain has con- 
sented to allow France a more or less free 
hand in respect to Germany. 

The Allied proposals relative to the Near 
East are to form the basis for conference 
between Greece and Turkey to be held at 
Constantinople at some date in the near 
future. It is not, however, certain that 
the Allies will succeed in bringing the 
Turks and Greeks together. The Turks 
express dissatisfaction with the proposals 
and threaten the resumption of military 
operations. 


Greeks May Revolt. 


In view of the possibility of a Greek 
withdrawal from Asia Minor in conse 
uence of the revision of the Treaty of 

vres, indications that point to prepara- } 
tions on the part of the Greeks for the or- 
ganization of a “revolt” against Turkish 
control following Greek evacuation are of 
especial interest.

War Department, Air Service, Engineering Div. 

McCook Field, Dayton, O., March 18, 1922. 

My Dear Mr. Fitzgerald: Referring to your 
inquiry of March 17, I regret that the Appro- 
priations Committee gathered the impression that 
the Air Service is developing too many aircraft 
engines. The facts are, we are limiting our 
development to the bare necessities of the Ser- 
vice. Of course, different engines are required 
for different purposes, and the science of engine 
design is advancing rapidly, and we must keep 
abreast. We require the following types of en- 
gines for the purposes indicated: 

1, Training of fliers: Reliable durable engines 
of 150 to 200. horsepower. 

2. Light pursuit for alert work: Radial air- 
eoled and small V engines, water cooled, of 
200 to 240 horsepower. 

3, Heavy pursuit: Light, high performance, 
compact engines of 300 to 400 horsepower. 

4. Corps observation and various other two- 
gated airplanes: Reliable, durable, smooth-run- 
ning, economic engines of 400 to 550 horse- 

wer. 

i. Heavy bombardment and heavy ground at- 
tack: Reliable, durable, long-lived, economical 
engines from 600 to 1,000 horsepower; the 
higher the horsepower the heavier the load of 
bombs and armor plate that can be carried. 

To fill the above requirements we have already 
developed the fellowing engines for each class 
ef work:

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Pay Bill Expected to 
Pass Within a Week 


' It is expected that the Service pay bill 
will be passed within a week. Allowing 
for delays in conference, it is being pre- 
dicted that-the bill will be signed by the 
President by April 15. 

Although there was no outward appear- 
ance of activity by the friends of the meas- 
ure. in Congress, they have been far from 
idle during the week. An agreement has 
been reached by which a rule will be re- 
ported in the House some day next week 
for the consideration of the bill. This 
practically assures its passage. Chairman 
McKenzie, Representatives Tilson and 
Byrnes and a number of other active sup- 
porters of the bill have made a quiet can- 
vass of the House and are convinced that 
they have sufficient votes to pass the meas- 
ure. There is no opposition to the bill in 
the Senate. ‘ 

It is anticipated that the bill will go 
through the House without opposition. 
Representatives Oliver and Kraus have 
been busy writing their dissenting views, 
and these reports will be used by the oppo- 
sition. ‘There is still some evidence of op- 
position from the Services, but this is 
rapidly decreasing as the provisions of the 
bill are being studied. It is becoming ap- 
parent that eventually everybody who 
stays. in the Service will be benefited, al- 
though some officers will be called upon to 
accept a reduction from the temporary 
rate of pay. A number of officers have 
expressed their willingness to do this for 
the benefit of the entire Service. 

Urge Passage of Bill. 

Letters from the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury Mellon, Acting Secretary of War J. 
Mayhew Wainwright, Secretary of the 
Navy Denby, Secretary of Commerce Hoo- 
ver, Major General Commandant Lejeune, 
Marine Co: and President Elizabeth 
G. Fox of the National Organization for 
Public Health Nursing were submitted in 
the report on the hearing of the bill this 
week. They all urged the early passage 
of the bill. 

Mr. Mellon in concluding his letter said: 

“Tnsofar as it affects the Coast Guard 
and Public Health Services, the two Ser- 
vices under the jurisdiction of this depart- 
ment, the bill seems to me to be just and 
reasonable. Another commendable fea- 
ture of the bill is that under which cer- 
tain allowances for officers are made to 
vary with the changing cost of living. 1 
shall be pleased to see the bill enacted 
into law.” 


Mr. Denby for Bill. 


In endorsing the bill Secretary Denby 
said: 

“The principles on which the bill is 
founded meet with my endorsement. These 
are pay increases in equitable increments 
based both on responsibility of office and 
experience in service, variation in allow- 
ances to mect changes in the cost of liv- 
ing, and consideration for those conditions 
of living which the average man making 
the Navy his life work long is called upon 
to face. 

“I assure you that the bill has my per- 
sonal approval and the support of the 
Navy Department.” 

Mr. Wainwright in urging the passage 
of the bill says: 

“Its pay factors which automatically 
decrease cost to the Government if the 
cost of living decreases and which operate 
to retard: pay in case of too rapid promo- 
tion while giving benefit should promotion 
be too long deferred are especially to be 
commended as equitable, conserving the 
interests of both the individual and the 
Government. “Its provisions would estab- 
lish a reasonable career to both officers 
and enlisted men, irrespective of any in- 
creases which may be made by Congress 
in the military personnei. 

“I desire to express the hope that the 
bill (H.R. 10972) may receive, at an early 
date, the favorable consideration of the 
Congress.” 

General Lejeune in endorsing the bill 
said: 


“I earnestly hope that it wNl become a 
law, and I want you to know that the 
Marine Corps deeply appreciates the in- 
terest that you have taken in the matter.”

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LONGEVITY PAY CLAIMS FOR ; 


U.S.M.A. CADET SERVICE. 


(Numerous inquiries in regard to lon- 
gevity pay claims have led to the prepara- 
tion of the following information: F 

Ever since 1838 the pay of, officers of 
the Army has been affected by length vf 
service. This is known as Army longevity 
pay. ‘The provision in the original act was 
that the increase was to be given for every 


United States.” It was early decided by 
the accounting officers that service as a 
cadet at West Point or as an enlisted 
man in the Army was not within this law. 
It was not until the year 1884 that it was 
held by the Supreme Court of the United 
States that service as a cadet was service 
in the Army within the meaning of this 
law. This necessarily required a restate- 
ment of the pay accounts of every officer 
who had served in the Military Academy. 
After a long delay in the Treasury De- 
partment the then Second Controller de- 
cided that he would not follow the decision 
of the Supreme Court and disallowed every 
claim which had been brought before him 
under it. 

Many efforts were made to secure a re- 
versal of this decision, either by legisla- 
tion or by court-action. None was suc- 
cessful until in 1908; the Assistant Comp- 
troller of the Treasury then in office de- 
cided that he would follow the decisions 
of the Supreme Court and allow all such 
claims which might be brought before 
him. Accordingly, about a million dol- 
lars was allowed and paid on the longevity 
claims. ‘This Comptroller refused to re- 
open claims which had already been dis- 
allowed, on the ground that he had no au- 
thority to do so. This question was test- 
ed before the courts and it was found im- 
possible to secure relief. 

On July 6, 1914, Congress passed an 
act removing the bar against payment of 
such claims to officers who had served in 
the Confederate Army. Under this act 
$175,000 was paid out. 

There has never been any official ascer- 
tainment of the amount of these claims 
remaining unpaid, but it is believed to ‘be 
considerably less than the amounts which 
have already been paid. 

From this account it is seen that those 
claimants who presented their claims 
promptly as soon as the Supremé Court 
decided that they were valid have received 
nothing; that those claimants who waited 
twenty years after the decision of the 
Supreme Court before presenting their 
claims have been paid; that those claim- 
ants who served in the Confederate Army 
have been paid, without regard to presen- 
tation of claim; and that those who re- 
mained in the United States Army have 
not been paid. 

Bills to pay these claims have passed 
the Senate ten times, but never have passed 
the House of Representatives. In the 
present Congress, House bill No. 28 stands 
close to the head of the calendar, with a 
favorable report from the House Judi- 
ciary Committee. Senate bill. 775 has been 
referred to the Senate Judiciary Comumit- 
tee, but has not yet been reported out. It 
is thought possible that the House bill 
will be called up from the House calendar 
at an early date. Those who are inter- 
ested may very properly ask tuaeir repre- 
sentatives at this time to be oa the look- 
out for this bill, to look in-> its merits 
and to give it their support, after iavesti- 
gation. 


CHIEF OF CAVALRY FINDS 
ALL UNITS IN GOOD CONDITION. 


The reports coming in from Major Gen. 
Willard A. Holbrook, Chief of Cavalry, 
who is on an extended inspection trip for 
all Cavalry units in the United States, are 
optimistic. ‘The General has found that 
the Cavalry organizations have attained 
a high degree of morale, and that the train- 
ing has been progressing nicely. Also the 
reports indicate that the troops along the 
border are in good condition and are ac- 
tive. The result of the General’s inspec- 
tion trip so far indicates that the Cavalry 
units are in fine condition, highly trained 
and ready to take the field at a minute’s 
notice. 


NEW METHODS OF PACKING 
EQUIPMENT IN A.F. IN G. 
A letter was received recently by Major 
Gen. Harry L. Rogers, Quartermaster 
General, from Brig. Gen. William H. 
Johnston, Chief of Staff, A.F. in G., with 
respect to improved methods in packing 
equipment. Under actual field conditions, 
experiments in carrying the water bag by 
pack mule, the fastening of the canvas 
top on eseort wagons by the grummet sys- 
tem, new ways in rolling the soldier’s 
pack and a coal scuttle on three wheels 
for use in the barracks have been carried 
on and proved to add much to the com- 
fort of both the soldier and the animal.

“One Army,” a bi-monthly publication 
devoted to the best interests of the Na- 
tional Guard, Regular Army and Organ- 
ized Reserves in the state of Idaho, has 
been issued from the office of Brig. Gen. 
L. V. Patch, The Adjutant General, un- 
der date of March 15. 

Among other information of interest it 
gives a roster of officers and a statement 
from General Patch, relative to the prog- 
ress of the Idaho N.G., from which we 
meke the following extracts: 

“When the writer took over the duties 
of Adjutant General of Idaho on his re- 
turn from France in 1919, there was only 
one organization in the state, designated 
as Co. A, 3d Idaho Infantry, and sta- 
tioned at American Falis. Efforts to or- 
ganize other Infantry units proved futile, 
sc. we applied for, and were granted, per- 
mission to organize a squadron of Cavalry. 

“On March 22, 1920, Co. A was changed 
to Cavalry, and later on in the same year, 
Troop B at Pocatello, Tr C at Grace, 
Troop D at Blackfoot, and Troop E at 
Boise were organized and Federally recog- 
nized as the 116th Cavalry. This com- 
pleted the authorized units for the state 
and Idaho stood third among all states of 
the Union in authorized strength. 

“The War Department in 1921 author- 
ized the organization of additional units, 
and during the past year we have added 
one complete battalion of Infantry, two 
batteries of Field Artillery and one ex- 
cellent band to our strength. Good armo- 
ries have been secured, and in Boise the 
officers’ club has purchased a large build- 
ing for an indoor riding hall, where equi- 
tation and all characters of maneuvers 
are being taught. 

“During the coming year we shall organ- 
ize five batteries of Heavy Artillery, 155- 
mm. guns. The present plan is to place 
these units in the northern part of the 
state. There is also a balloon company to 
be placed in the state during the coming 
year. 

“The high type of men who are interest- 
ing themselves in the National Guard of 
this state will put Idaho at the top of the 
list of states from a military standpoint.” 





NEW YORK. 


Brig. Gen. J. Leslie Kincaid, The Ad- 
jutant General of New York, has just is- 
sued a new list and directory of the Na- 
tional Guard and Naval Militia of the 
state, corrected to Jan. 1, 1922, which is a 
very valuable and complete publication. 

In addition to the alphabetical list of 
officers giving home and business ad- 
dresses: and the lists of organizations and 
their officers, the directory has a new fea- 
ture. It gives a brief history of the vari- 
cus National Guard organizations, show- 
ing their service at home and abroad, and 
in the alphabetical list of officers. there is 
a number after the name of every officer 
who has received a decoration, which in a 
special table of reference shows the char- 
acter of the decoration awarded. 

The National Guard of New York is at 
present equipped, clothed and paid by the 
Federal Government. The maintenance of 
the armories is a charge against state ap- 
propriations. The growth of the Guard 
since the World War has been remarkable. 
sthe National Guard now numbers ap- 
proximately 22,000 men and the Naval 
Militia 2,000. New York, at present, fur- 
nishes the Army of the United States 
with a complete tactical division, the 
famous 27th, which is made up of two 
brigades of Infantry, arid a brigade of 
Field Artillery, the division trains, engi- 
neer regiment, division air squadron, a 
—— regiment and various. special 
roops. 

. The division, at present, numbers ap- 
proximately 9, men. In addition, the 
state furnishes the 2d Corps of the United 
States Army with the 106th Field Artil- 
lery, a motor-drawn 155-Howitzer regi- 
ment; the 258th Field Artillery, a motor- 
drawn 155-rifle regiment; the 132d Am- 
munition Train and the 101st Signal Bat- 
talion. The 2d Corps troops number ap- 
proximately 2,100 men. 

New York also furnishes the Ist Army 
of the United States with the 101st Regi- 
ment of Cavalry, several additional troops 
of Cavalry, the 51st Machine Gun Squad- 
ron, and the 212th Artillery, which is 
equipped for anti-aircraft work. The ist 
Army troops in the New York National 
Guard number approximately 2,200 men. 
In addition to the above, the General 
Headquarters Reserve of the Army of the 
United States contains two New York 
Coast Artillery commands, the 9th and 
the 13th, numbering approximately 2,100 
men. 

A complete Infantry Brigade of over 
2.100 men to the 44th Division of the 
Army is also furnished by New York, and 
the division will eventually be made up of 
New York and New Jersey troops. In 
acdition to troops above mentioned, New 
York has four additional regiments of In- 
fantry, totaling about 4,000 troops. 
Federalized strength of the Na- 





tional Guard of the state on Jan. 1, 1921, 


was about 9,000 men. It has more thap 
doubled within the year 1921.

TEXAS. 








The monthly bulletin issued from the 
office of The Adjutant General of Texas 
at Austin, for March, contains consider. 
able interesting matter relative to the yari- 
ous military units of the. state. 

The aggregate strength on Dec. 31, 
1921, was 2,410 officers and men, or 
twenty-eight per cent. of the total number 
of troops authorized ; on Feb. 28, 1922, the 
aggregate strength was 3,369 officers and 
men, or thirty-eight and eight-tenths per 
cent, of the authorized strength. The two 
Infantry brigades of the 36th Division, 
when completely organized, will comprise 
a total of seventy-eight units, hence it will 
be seen that more than half of the re 
quired number of units for the Infantry 
ecmponent of the division have already 
been Federally recognized. 

From Jan. 12 to March 1, 1922, the 
town of Mexia and surrounding territory 
were under martial law with Brig. Gen. 
Jacob F. Wolters in command. There had 
existed for several months prior, a state 
of lawlessness that amounted to anarchy. 
The lawless territory was cleaned up in 
fine shape. 

In commenting upon the character of 
the National Guard soldiers who were on 
duty at Mexia, General Wolters says, in 


art: 

“The duty was onerous and exacting. 
They guarded under most unfavorable con- 
ditions for safety at various times a num 
ber of dangerous and desperate criminals 
without any casualties and without per- 
mitting a single prisoner to escape. 

“Not a single complaint was registered 
by citizens charging impoliteness or mis 
ecnduct on the part of a soldier. On the 
contrary, many citizens went out of their 
way to commend the gentlemanly conduct 
of these men at all times and under 
conditions. Nor was it found necessary 
to have a single court-martial, nor was 
there a breach of discipline requiring the 
action of a summary court. 

“Two thousand two hundred and sev- 
enty gallons of liquor was captured and 
destroyed; 213 barrels of corn mash cap- 
tured and destroyed; fifty-three stolen 
automobiles recovered and identified and 
returned to their owners; $4,000 worth of 
norcotics captured and delivered to Fed- 
eral authorities; gambling paraphernalia 
and furniture and other equipment taken 
in raids and confiscated of approximate 
value of $5,000. P 

“So searce did liquor become in Mexia 
that during the ‘last week of our stay 
hebitual drunkards were arrested 
found in possession of bottles of de 
natured alcohol labeled in red print ‘Pois 
ovous.’ These unfortunates unable to get 
either whiskey or Jamaica ginger mix 
this stuff with coco-cola and drank it.”

Scrapping the Military Policy 


T  recten never was a more insidious 
proposition for the breaking up of 
a well thought out military policy 
than that which came from the House Com- 
mittee on Appropriations in relation to the 
elimination of auxiliary’ branches from 
the National Guard. In the. interest of 
economy, Chairman Anthony of the Mili- 
tary sub-committee argues that the Na- 
tional Guard should consist chiefly of In- 
fantry. His plan would eventually elimi- 
nate artillery as well as the air service 
and other branches from the National 
Guard. He argues that these branches, 
with their more expensive equipment, 
should be maiatained exclusively in the 
Regular Army. 

Of course, the chief objection to this is 
that such a policy would make it impossi- 
ble to maintain complete National Guard 
divisions. With a small Regular Army, 
the military authorities are insisting that 
the National Guard should be maintained 
at a higher state of efficiency. This recom- 
mendation comes from Regular Army offi- 
cers and the plans of the General Staff 
call for the assignment of Regular Army 
officers to assist in the development of the 
National Guard to a point where it would 
be ready to respond to call for war in divi- 
sional organizations, and without the con- 
fusion and the friction which developed 
during the World War. 

It would appear that all real friends of 
the National Guard in Congress would 
Tally to the support of such a policy. But 
Mr. Anthony's policy, he well knows, would 
not give the country an adequate force of 
artillery, air service, signal corps and the 
other technical branches. If the more 
costly technical branches were confined to 
the Regular Army, and an adequate 
strength were maintained, its cost would 
be so great that Congress would reduce the 
Regular Establishment to a strength at 
which it could not furnish the deficiencies 
thus created in the National Guard divi- 
sions. It must be admitted, owing to the 
Tate of pay of the enlisted personnel of 
the Regular Army which is necessary un- 
der the living conditions in this country, 
that its cost now is very much larger than 
in any other country. Converted entirely 
into an artillery and technical force, with 
the Infantry eliminated, the economists in 
Congress would soon make a drive which 
Would reduce the Regular Army to 50,000 
or 60,000. ’ 

The entire scheme is skilfully put for- 
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ward to destroy the organization of the 
Army of the United States with its com- 
ponent parts of the Regular Army, Na- 
tional Guard and Organized Reserves. 
Mr. Anthony intimated in the course of 
the Army debate that he believed that 
eventually the War Department would en- 
dorse his plan. If it does it will repudiate 
its policy for an Army of the United 
States. 


‘The New State of Mind’’ 


HE most important feature of the 

I Four- Power Treaty, ratified last 

week by the Senate, is the termina- 
tion of the Anglo-Japanese Alliance. Thus 
England is relieved from a very embarrass- 
ing entaglement no longer suited to her 
policies, while the United States reduces 
somewhat the likelihood of a combination 
being made against her by England and 
Japan. The latter’s face is saved by the 
substitution of a four-power pact for a 
dual alliance. Otherwise the new treaty 
appears to have little significance. Its 
ostensible principal purpose of safeguard- 
ing the Far Eastern insular possessions of 
the several signatory powers cannot be 
considered as having been accomplished 
substantially. 

As heretofore, the only guarantee for 
the integrity of the Philippines and the 
survival of other American interests in the 
Orient lies in the strength of American 
naval power. The strong probability that 
the other nations concerned will keep up 
their navies to the maximum strength per- 
missible under the limitation agreement 
renders it impérative that America do 
likewise. 

The World War ecliminated the condi- 
tions upon which the Anglo-Japanese Alli- 
ance was predicated originally, and left a 
situation in which the entanglement was 
becoming more and more embarrassing for 
Great Britain. Japan had taken advan- 
tage of the opportunities offered by the 
war distractions of Europe to secure po- 
litical domination over China, the richest 
market in the world, where Japan and 
Britain were the principal commercial 
competitors. 

Japan Makes Use of Alliance 

Even after hostilities ceased Japan con- 
tinued to pursue her aims in China to the 
detriment of British interest. She was 
substantially assisted in this purpose by 
the very fact of the political alliance with 
her greatest trade- rival. 

The situation was all the more intolera- 
ble to Great Britain on account of the an- 
tagonism towards Japan of her great do- 
minions of Australia, Canada and New 
Zealand, and because of the insidious influ- 
ence which Japan was acquiring in India 
through the Pan-Asiatic doctrine which 
she was advocating. Yet in spite of her 
ardent wish to terminate the alliance, the 
terms of the latter were so peculiarly 
drawn that Great Britain could not do so 
without danger of giving serious offense 
to Japan. 

The latter was in the position of having 
rendered valuable aid to the Allies during 
the war and of being engaged merely in 
taking what apparently seemed to her per- 
fectly legitimate toll for it. A revocation 
of the alliance on the initiative of Great 
Britain would appear as disapproval by 
her of the Japanese policies and would 
have discredited the Japanese government 
before its people. So that obviously the 
new Four-Power Treaty served not only 
to relieve the British from great embar- 
rassment and tremendous trade handicaps, 
but also to save Japan’s face in the bar- 
gain. 

From our point of view, it was neces- 





sary that the Anglo-Japanese alliance be 
abolished before we could be justified in 
consenting to a limitation of armaments 
of the nature proposed to the conference. 
Our great building program promised soon 
to offér us substantial protection against 
the threatening alliance. Without the pro- 
gram we could have no adequate security 
in the Far East unless the alliance was 
scrapped also. Yet the American gain by 
this provision of the treaty is probably 
more apparent than real. In view of the 
strong anti-Japanese attitude of the Brit- 
ish dominions bordering the Pacific, many 
believe that Great Britain would have 
escaped from any obligations under the 
alliance to join Japan in war against us. 
Doubtless only very exceptional circum- 
stances would have induced her to do 80; 
and under such conditions she probably 
would throw in her lot with Japan 
whether the dual alliance existed or not. 
Hence the termination of the alliance can- 
not be considered as any great gain for 
America; certainly not comparable to 
Great Britain’s gain. 

There is nothing in the wording of the 
treaty to justify the belief apparently ex- 
isting in many quarters that the treaty 
offers any positive guarantee for the se- 
curity of the Philippines or of other Amer- 
ican interests in the Orient. ‘The phrase- 
ology is conventionally diplomatic, and 
not actually as strong as is contained in 
many previous treaties which have failed 
to serve as guarantees for their ostensible 
objects. 

In the Four-Power Treaty the “high 
contracting parties” merely “agree as be- 
tween themselves to respect their rights in 
relation to their insular possessions and 
insular dominions in the region of the 
Pacific ocean.” 

Compare this wording, for example, with 
that of the treaty of 1904 between Japan 
and Korea: “The Imperial Government 
of Japan definitively guarantees the inde- 
pendence and territorial integrity of the 
Korean empire.” Six years afterwards 
Japan annexed Korea. 

It is true that the Four-Power Treaty 
provides a “talking” period as the first re- 
action to controversies likely to terminate 
in war. In some cases this may be effec- 
tive in preventing war. But Americans 
should observe that the treaty does not 
forbid war, and that should war actually 
arise, in spite of the treaty, the delay inci- 
dent to the “talking” period will enable an 
Oriental opponent to proceed with prepar- 
ations which would be denied us. During 
such a period we could not move our fleet 
west of Hawaii or take any other effec- 
tive defensive measures in the Orient with- 
out actually provoking war. 

In their official report of the conference 
the American delegates lay great stress 
upon a “new state of mind” created by 
the discussions preliminary to agreement 
upon the treaty and by the treaty itself. 
In view of this new state of mind, consid- 
ered in connection with the concessions 
made by other powers, particularly Japan, 
in respect to China, they consider that the 
reduction of armament provided in the 
naval treaty “may be contemplated with a 
sense of security.” 

‘History has demonstrated many times 
that the state of mind of a nation is con- 
tingent primarily upon its material inter- 
ests. Whatever influence the conference 
and present world conditions may have 
had upon the state of mind existing dur- 
ing the conference is almost certain to be 
changed when conditions change. There 
can be no assurance of permanence to the 
state of mind manifested at the conference. 

The concessions respecting China may 
or may not have been whole-hearted; cer- 





tainly they appeared to have been made 
with great reluctance, which should ‘cause 
a legitimate suspicion that they will be 
abrogated if opportunity presents itself. 

In any case, the best guaranty for the 
security of the Philippines and other 
American interests in the Far Wast is a 
Navy kept up to the maximum strength 
and efficiency permissible under the new 
treaties. Not only will this serve us in 
case the treaties fail to prevent war, but | 
such a Navy will also be the best insur- 
ance for a continuance of the “new state 
of mind” in Oriental quarters. In the 
Orient more than anywhere else on the 
planet is a background of force a stabilizer 
for harmony and good will.

New Naval Reserve 
Bill Is Introduced 


The bill (H.R. 10066) creating a new 
Neval and Marine Corps Reserve, as it 
Las been worked out in conferences between 
the Navy Department and the Naval Re- 
serve officers, since it was printed in ten- 
tative form in this paper on March 18, has 
been introduced by Chairman Butler of the 
Committee on Naval Affairs. It was sent 


to Congress with a strong endorsement 
from Secretary Denby and the Navy De- 
partment is ready to give it its support. 

This does not, however, assure early 
action on the bill by Congress. Other mat- 
ters are pressing for consideration and the 
members of the Naval Reserve should 
realize that they must. become active to 
secure any consideration of this bill. It 
is understood that steps in this direction 
are planned by the Reservists, but they 
cannot be taken any too soon to secure the 
passage of the bill at this session. 

It is stated that as soon as there are 
indications that Congress will pass the bill 
at this session, the Navy Department: will 
take up the matter of forming Tegulations 
for the bill. The Regular Navy is really 
interested in placing the Naval jee on 
a satisfactory basis. In the first section 
of the bill it is set forth that “there is 
hereby created and established as a com- 
popent part of the United States Navy a 
Naval Reserve.” This indicates what the 
authorities have in mind and what will be 
carried out in regulations. 


Fundamentals of Bill. 


In the course of his letter submitting the 
bill Secretary Denby outlined its funda- 
mental principles as follows: 

(1) The Naval Reserve is organized into three 
parts: (a) The Fleet Naval Reserve, which 
vides a Reserve for A. combatant ships, inglud. 
ing aviation. (b) The Merchant Marine val 
Reserve, which provides a Reserve for the war 
fleet of Naval Auxiliaries. (c) The Volunteer 
Naval Reserve, which provides a Reserve the 
personnel of which by the practice of their 
ordinary professions or occupations in time of 
peace fit themselves for sorvice in the Navy in 
time of war. 

(2) The provisions for compensation are 
elastic and are especially designed to provide 
an efficient Naval Reserve for a gréatly reduced 
expenditure of funds. 

(3) Adequate provisions have been included 
to federalize the training of the Naval Militia 
ef the several states so as to insure that in 
time of war the personnel of these organizations 
when called to service in the Navy wil! be able 
to render efficient service to the country. 

(4) The provisions of existing law relating 
to the transfer of ten of sixteen and twenty 
ears’ service in the Navy to the Fleet Naval 

eserve have been altered so that ultimately 
the annual cost of this part of the Naval 
serve will be radically reduced, and it will be 
assured that all men transferred to the Fleet 
Naval Reserve will be fully qualified physically 
to perform all the duties of their respective 
rates at sea. 

(5) As men who may be honorably separated 
from the Navy perp erg A retain their Naval 
value for a period of at least four years, the 
= artment has inserted a provision in the at- 

d bill authorizing the ecretary to require 
alt men who hereafter enlist in the Na to 
obligate themselves to serve in addition to their 
regular enlistment in the Se four years in 
the Fleet Naval Reserve. s conservatively 
estimated that on a basis of 100,000 enlisted 
men in the Navy there would be in eight years 
between 25,000 and 30,000 reservists of this 
class.. Their value to the country in an emer- 
gency will be tremendous. The annual cost of 
30,000 such men would only be $750,000. 

(6) The Department has endeavored to make 
the provisions of this bill as simple and flexible 
as possible, this in order to permit it to meet 
changing conditions that arise as the years pass 
and to avoid the frequent recourse to the Con- 
gress for additional legislation which has been 
the rule during the past six years. 


Tentative Bill Amended. 


The new bill follows the general lines of the 
tentative bill that was submitted to the Naval 
Reserve and printed in the ArMy AND Nayy 
JouRNAL of March 25. 

Section 2 of the tentative bill is amended 
with the following proviso: 

-That the Marine Corps Reserve shal] consist 
of, two classes, namely: The Fleet Marine Corps 
Reserve and the Volunteer Marine Corps Re- 
serve, corresponding, as near as may be, to the 
Fleet Naval Reserve and the Volunteer Naval 
Reserve, respectively: Provided further, That 
members of the U.S. Marine Corps Reserve on 
the date of the approval of this act whose status 
in the Marine Corps Reserve thus created is not 
otherwise specifically established by this act are 
hereby transferred to the Volunteer Marine 
Corps Reserve. 

Section 4 is amended to read as follows: 

That the Naval Reserve shall be composed of 
citizens of the United States of eighteen years 
or over who by appointment or enlistment there- 
in, under regulations lar eye by the Secretary 
of the Navy, or by transf er thereto, as in this act 
provided, to serve in the 
Navy in time of 2 or during the existence of 
a national emergency declared by the President: 
Provided, That no officer or enlisted man of 
the Naval Reserve Corps shall be a member 
of any other naval or military organization ex- 
cept the Naya! Militia. 


Sections Changed and Added. 


— following d t is attached to Sec- 
tion 5 

Provided, That such commissions may be is- 
sued for deck duties, engineering yay or avia- 
tion duties, or for the co nd 














deem proper: Provided further, That nothing 
in this act shall be construed as reducing the 
present grade, rank, or rating of any officer or 
enlisted man transferred to the Naval Reserve 
ot amg to the provisions of this act; as pro- 

biting the issuance of commissions in such 
present grades or ranks; or as restricting the 
promotion of officers of the Naval Reserve in 
time of war, as provided for in Section 11 of 
this act. 

A new section, number 6, is inserted in the 
bill, and it reads as follows: 

That hereafter, in addition to the number of 
appointments of midshipmen to the U.S. Naval 
Academy authorized to be made from the enlisted 
men of the Navy by existing law, the Secretary 
of the Navy is further authorized to make, 
under like conditions, not to exceed twenty-five 
per centum of that number of appointments from 
the enlisted men of the Naval Reserve and Ma- 
rine Corps Reserve, who are citizens of the 
United States and not more than twenty years 
of age on April 1 of the calendar year in which 
they enter the Naval Academy, and who shall 
have served not less than one year as. enlisted 
men of the Naval Reserve or Marine Corps 
serve on the date of entrance. 


May Be Relieved. 


The next section, number 7, dealing with 
active duty of officers and enlisted men, is 
amended to read as follows: 

Provided, That the Secretary of the Navy may 
relieve any officer or enlisted man from active 
duty at any time. Officers and enlisted men of 
the Naval Reserve, when employed on active 
duty, training duty, voluntary training duty, 
drill, or other equivalent instruction or duty, or 
wearing a uniform prescribed for the Naval Re- 
serve, shall be subject to the laws, regulations, 
and orders for the government of the Navy: 
Provided, That disciplinary action for an offense 
committed while so subject to the laws, regula- 
tions, and order for the government of the Navy 
shall not be barred by reason of release from 
duty status of an officer or enlisted man charged 
with the commission thereof. 


Pay Provided For. 


Section 8, which prescribes that officers and 
enlisted men employed on active duty and on 
training duty shall receive reguiar pay, is 
amended as follows: 

Provided, That in computing the increase of 
pay for each period of three years’ service such 
cfiicers and enlisted men shall be credited with 
full time for all pericds daring which they have 
received Federal pay. other than frill pay, as 
officers or enlisted men of the permznent cr 
reserve forces of the Army, Navy, Marine Corps, 
Coast Guard, Coast and Geodetic Survey, Publie 
Heelth Service, National Guard, Organized 
Militia, Naval Militia, or Naticnal Naval Volun- 
teers; with one-half time for all other periods 
since June 3, 1916, during which they have been 
recognized as officers or enlisted mon of the 
National Guard: with one-third time for ail 
other periods prior to July 1, 1918, during 
which they have held commissions or enlisted 
ratings in the Naval Militia or National Naval 
Volunteers, or, prior to July 1, 1916, in the 
Organized Militia; with one-fourth time for all 
other periods during which they have held re- 
serve commissions or enlisted retings. 

Section 9 is amended to read as follows: 

Sec. 9. That upon being commissioned in or 
transferred to the Fleet Naval Reserve an officer 
shall be paid a clothing gratuity of $100, and 
thereafter he shall likewise be paid an addi- 
tional amount of $50 upon completion of each 
period of four years’ service: Provided, That in 
time of war or national emergency a special 
clothing gratuity of $150 shall be paid to offi- 
cers of all classes of the Naval Reserve when 
they report for active duty. 


Injured Men Provided For. 


Section 10, dealing with officers and men in- 
jured in line of duty, was rewritten to read as 
follows: 

That if any officer or enlisted man of the 
Naval Reserve is injured in the line of duty 
while performing active duty, traini duty, or 
voluntary training duty, or incurs disease in 
the line of duty while performing active duty, 
or dies as the result of such injury or disease, 
he, or his designated beneficiary, shall be en- 
titled to all the benefits prescribed ay. law for 
officers or enlisted men of the regular Navy who 
are injured or incur disease in the line of duty 
or who die as the result thereof. 

Section 13 of the old bill is omitted and the 
matter of precedence among officers of the Re- 
serve Corps is prescribed in Section 11, which 
reads as follows: 

That officers of the Naval Reserve shall tuke 
precedence among themselves in their respective 
grades or ranks according to the dates of their 
commissions. In time of peace they shall rank 
with but after officers of the same grade or rank 
in the regular Navy. When mobilized with 
the regular Navy for war or other national emer- 
gency officers of the Naval Reserve shall take 
rank after the junior officer of their respective 
grades in the regular Navy on date of such 
mobilization, and shall, for the duration of the 
war or national emergency, thenceforth 
vanced and promoted in the same manner as 
prescribed for officers of the Regular Navy, ex- 
cept that such advancements and promotions 
shall not require confirmation by the Senate. 

Section 13; which in the new Dill deals 
with the fleet naval reserves, is amended to pro- 
vide “that when officers or enlisted men of the 
Fleet Naval Reserve perform active duty or 
training duty for a period of less than thirty 
days, duty performed on the thirty-first day of 
the month shall be paid for at the same rate as 
other days.” 


Fleet Naval Reserve. 


The following amendment was attached to 
Section 15, which regulates Me ny of en- 
listed men ‘to serve in the Fleet Naval Reserve 
upon completion of their ‘ome of enlistment:

Fleet Naval Reserve may be required to per- 
form not more than two months’ active duty in 
each four-year period and shall be physically ex- 
amined at least once during such four-year 
period, and if upon such examination they are 
found not physically qualified they shall be trans- 
ferred to the retired list with one-third of the 
base pay of their ratings, plus all permanent 
additions thereto. 


Duty in Peace Time. 


This same section is amended as follows to 
provide for active duty in time of peace: 

Provided, That in time of peace al! enlisted 
men so transferred to the Fleet Naval Reserve 
may be required to perform not more than two 
months’ active duty in each four-year period 
and shall be examined physically at least once 
during such four-year period, and if upon such 
examination they are found not physically quali- 
fied they shall be transferred to the retired list 
and shall receive for less than twenty years’ 
naval service pay at the rate of one-third of 
the base pay of their ratings, plus all perma- 
nent additions thereto, and for twenty or more 
years of naval service pay at the rate of one- 
half of the base pay of their ratings, plus all 
permanent additions thereto. 


To Federalize Naval Militia. 


A new section, number 17, provides a system 
for the federalization of the ‘Naval Militia. The 
following is the text: 

That of the Organized Militia as provided 
by law, such part as may be duly prescribed 
in any state, territory, or the District of Co- 
lumbia, shall constitute a Naval Militia. Any 
officer or enlisted man of such Naval Militia 
may, at the discretion of the Secretary of the 
Navy, be appeinted or enlisted in the Fleet 
Naval Reserve or the Marine Corps Reserve, in 
the grade, rank, or rating for which he may be 
found qualified, in aatortates with the regula- 
tions governing the Naval Reserve or Marine 
Corps Reserve as prescribed by the Secretary 
of the Navy: Provided, That officers and en- 
listed men of the Naval Reserve and the Ma- 
rine Oorps Reserve who are members of the 
Naval Militia of any state, territory, or the 
District of Columbia shall stand relieved from 
all service or duty in said Naval Militia when 
on active duty in time of war or national emer- 
gency: Provided further, That such vessels, ma- 
terial, armament, equipment and other facilities 
of the Regular Navy as are or may be made 
available for the Fleet Naval Reserve or the 
Marine Corps Reserve, respectively, shall also 
be available, in the discretion of the Secretary 
of the Navy, for issue or loan to the several 
states, territories, or the District of Columbia, 
for the administration and training of such 
units of the Naval Militia as form part of the 
Fleet Naval Reserve or the Marine Corps 
serve, but no such facilities of the Regular Navy 
shall be furnished for use by any portion or 
unit of the Naval Militia whose total personnel 
has not been appointed or enlisted in the Fleet 
Naval Reserve or the Marine Corps Reserve, 
and whose organization, administration, and 
training does not conform to that of the Fleet 
Naval Reserve or Marine Corps Reserve. 


The Merchant Marine. 


Section 21 is a new feature of the bill, which 
provides in the following language for the 
ordering of the Merchant Marine Naval Reserve 
to active duty: 

Sec. 21. That in time of peace officers and 
enlisted men of the Merchant Marine Naval 
Reserve when not ordered to active duty with 
the Regular Navy shall be paid per annum an 
amount not exceeding one month’s base pay of 
the corresponding grades, ranks, or ratings in 
the Regular Navy: Provided, That funds equal 
to the amount required for the purposes of this 
section shall have first been transferred to 
the Navy Department from the United States 
Shipping Board. 

Section 25 sets forth the manner in which 
the appropriations of the bill are to be made: 

t a sum of money shall hereafter be ap- 
propriated annually, to be paid out of any 
money in the Treasury not otherwise appro- 
priated, for the support of the Naval Reserve 
and’ the Marine Corps Reserve, including all ex- 
penses pertaining thereto as are now or may 
hereafter be authorized by law. 


Naval Reserve Force 


NAVAL RB.F. OFFICERS TO BE RELIEVED 
FROM ACTIVE DUTY. 


Rear Admiral: Thomas Washington, U. 
S.N., Chief of the Bureau of Navigation, 
under date of March 23, issues the follow- 
ing letter: 

1, It is becoming evident that, as a re 
sult of the demand for a decrease in naval 
expenditures for the fiscal year beginning 
July 1, 1922, and of the possibility that 
the pending Appropriation bill may not 
provide for the employment of Reserve 
officers on active duty, it will probably be 
found necessary to place on inactive duty, 


vot later than June 80, 1922, practically 
all officers of the Naval Reserve Force 
now employed on active duty. A number 


of auxiliary vessels will be placed out of 
commission, and the officers of the Re- 
serve Force now on board them will be 
relieved from active duty, after being oT- 
dered to their homes and, wherever prac- 
ticable, granted leave of absence, not to 
extend, however, beyond June 80, 1922. 
It is intended that all other Reserve offi- 
cers be relieved on or before May 31, 1922, 
ordered home, and granted leave of ab- 
sence similarly; then placed on inactive 
duty. 

2. There are some sixty officers of the 
Naval Reserve Force who were formerly 
officers :of the Naval Auxiliary Service, 
and have served with the Navy for vary- 
ing périods extending in some cases a8 far 
back as 1898. The bureau is particularly 
cencerned about these officers of long ser- 
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yice and will dispense with their services 
with great regret, but feels its inability to 
extend to them any hope of employment 
after the end of the present fiscal year, 
ending June 30, 1922, realizing that the 
demand for economy makes immediate re- 
Jease of the Reserve Force still on active 
service &@ paramount necessity. 

3. The Navy appreciates the Services 
which these officers have rendered, and in 
order to afford all assistance at its dis- 
posal the bureau issues this advance no- 
tice in order that those concerned may ar- 
range for other employment. 


KO. FT. C. 
R.0.7.0. SPECIAL REGULATIONS. 


Changes No. 2, Special Regulations No. 
44, Feb. 17, 1922, War Dept., adds Pars. 
92% and 97% to Part I of Special Regu- 
lations 44, R.O.T.C. These relate to the 
appointment of graduates of essentially 
military schools in the O.R.C. and to the 
form of recommendation for commission 
in the O.R.C. or for letter of qualification 
for graduates of essentially military 
schools.

The Tank School at 
Camp Meade

transportation is necessary for his prog- 
ress and full utilization of the earth. 

The role of the tank is that of the In- 
fantry—an Infantry which has come into 
its own by the employment of machines. 

here is no such thing as an indepen- 
dent tank attack any more than there is 
an independent artillery or rifle attack. 

The tactics of tanks is that of tlie mod- 
ern technical infantry. According to cir- 
cumstances, tanks may precede the rifle- 
man in attack, accompany him, or follow 
him. The question is how best to employ 
the principles embodied in the tank. 

It must be kept in mind that the tank 
is a machine weapon ; it is a land cruiser 
capable of crossing country that a rifleman 
can with speed, gives protection for its 
crew, and enables them to reach and con- 
centrate great gun power on strong points, 
and is capable of great shock action. It 
is a conserver of time, men and supplies. 

The light tank company, operated by 
145 men, has a gun power equal to three 
machine ‘gun companies (war strength), 
which require 420 men. 

The medium tank company, operated by 
145 men, has a gun power of four batteries 
of six-pounder guns and four machine gun 
companies, which require 1,360 men. 

A heavy tank company, operated by 320 
men, has a gun power of eight batteries of 
six-pounder guns and ten machine gun 
companies, which require 3,000 men. 

This comparison does. not consider the 
great value of the tank as an obstacle 
crusher, as a demoralizer, as a_ self-con- 
tained transportation unit, as cover for its 
crew, or that each company has an ar- 
mored mobile radio station.

DECISIONS OF THE COMPTROLLER 
GENERAL. 


A man who was. re-enlisted in the Army 
Oct. 5, 1920, wag discharged April 18, 1921, 
as ‘‘not possessing the required degree of 
adaptability for the military service.’’ The 
Comptroller General states that ‘‘the fact tha 
he was unfitted by nature for the duties of a 
soldier may be a misfortune, but it is not 


dishonorable. His separation from the mili- 
tary service by the termination by the Gov- 


ernment of the contract under which he agreed 
to serve for three years was an honorable 
ene—no voluntary act of his disqualified him 
for service.’’ His right to the $90 enlistment 


allowance is declared. 


A Reserve officer was ordered from his 
home in Connecticut to active duty Oct. 10, 
1917, and in 1920 was commissioned in the 


Regular Army. at his then station, Camp Pike, 
Ark. He asks for payment of expense of his 
household goods, Connecticut to Camp Pike, 
under ‘‘permanent change of station.’’ 

The Comptroller General says: ‘‘Apparently 
the household goods were in storage during 
the whole period of his active duty as a Re- 
serve officer. Under a first appointment in 
the Regular Army paragraph 1138, A.R., does 
not authorize transportation of baggage at 
public expense, Since there has been no 
actual change of station necessitating travel 
or transportation since the first appointment 
in the Regular Army, there was-no authority 
for payment of transportation charges or :for 
reimbursement, of charges for packing and 
crating.’” 


The Comptroller General.on March 11 rendered 
a decision in the case of Lieut. Col. Frederick 
Mears, U.S.A., that when in 1914 he accepted 
a Presidential appointment as a ‘‘member of 
the Alaskan Engineering Commission’’ he au- 
tomatically ceased to be an officer of the 
United. States Army, and that in making up 
the salary authorized by law for the engineer- 
ing appointment, there was no basis in law 
for charging the pay of his Army rank to the 
military appropriations. If Colonel Mears had 
served on the Alaskan detail wholly by virtue 
of his original assignment thereto in Army 
orders, he would have been entitled to Army 
pay only, but when the President appointed 
him to the civil detail and he accepted this 
commission he came entirely under the pro- 
visions of law relating to that civil commission 
as to the pay for that appointment. Calling 
attention to the provisions of Sec. 1222, Rev. 
Stats., the Comptroller General says: 

“It is apparent from the laws that in the 
absence of specific legislation to the contrary 
an officer of the Army on the active list was 
prohibited (1) from being employed by detail 
or otherwise on any civil work, such as the 
location, construction, and operation of rail- 
roads in Alaska; (2) from receiving any com- 
pensation in addition to his pay and allow- 
ances as an Army officer for any service he 
might render in connection with the work of 
locating, constructing, and operating railroads 
in Alaska; (3) from holding any civil office 
on or under the Alaskan Engineering Commis- 
sion by appointment or otherwise or from ac- 
cepting or exercising the functions of such an 
ofice without ceasing to be an officer of the 
Army and vacating his commission as such; 
and (4) from holding at the same time an 
ofice in the Army and an office on or under 
the Alaskan Engineering Commission if the 
annual compensation attached to-either office 
equals or exceeds $2,500.’’ 

H.J. Res. 294 and S.J. Res. 183, introduced 
in House and Senate March 25 and 27, re- 
spectively, seek to define the status of Lieut. 
Col. Frederick Mears as a commissioned officer 
in the U.S. Army bv resolving “That the pro- 
visions of Revised Statutes, Secs. 1222, 1763, 
1764, 1765, or any provision of the act of July 
31, 1894, shall not be held to apply to services 
heretofore or hereafter rendered by Lieut. Col. 
Frederick Mears, a commissioned officer in the 

S8.A4., as a member or chairman of the A’askan 
Engineering Commission, the status of Lieut. 
Col) Mears as such commissioned officer being 
hereby recognized as in no manner affected hy 
teason of the decision of the Comptroller Gen- 
eral of date March 11, 1922.”

F. P.—On page 280, Manual of Courts- 


Martial, it appears that for the offense of 
drunkenness on guard the penalty is six 
months’ confinement and forfeiture of two- 


thirds pay for a like period. Read the Manual 
again. You probably read the wrong line, as 
just above it is a 5. Par. 1, Cir. 224, W.D., 
Aug. 25, 1921, reads ‘‘effective Oct. 1, 1921, 
enlisted men will be given a money allowance 
for clothing with which they will be required 
at all times to draw and to maintain in a 
serviceable condition the clothing prescribed 
in Equipment A and able I., Cir. 169, 
W.D., 1921 (Tables of Basic Allowances), ex- 
cept those articles issued in kind and pre- 
scribed in Table III. of this cireular.’’ 

C. D. J. asks: Circular 158, W.D., June 16, 
1921, states no individual will be reduced 
more than one grade, except when the number 
of surplus in any grade exceeds the number 
authorized in the next lower grade. I was 
reduced June 25, 1921, from master sergeant 
and have been surplus ever since, although at 
that time there were vacancies for four first 
sergeants in the regiment. Will Circular 275, 
W.D., 1921, hit me again? 

Answer: It probably will. 
takes the place of all others. 

S. M. W. asks: What action has been taken 
on the retirement of disabled Reserve officers, 
and when is it to be brought up again? 

Answer: Passed by Senate; not yet reported 
in the House.

B. L.—Man who enlisted in 1914, and was 
held in service for the war, when due for 
transfer to Reserve, was not entitled to three 
months’ bonus under the old law. 

G. W. D. asks: Has the state of Pennsyl- 
vania authorized a state bonus yet? 

Answer: Bill pending to pay $10 month; 
maximum, $200. Amendment to Constitution 
would have to pass legislature in 1923 and 
then go to vote of people before bonus could 
be paid.
